William  F.  Phares  of  Maryville,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
college  since  1923,  has  resigned  from 
the  board,  '  and  .  Dr.  Jesse  Miller  of 
Maryville  has  been  appointed  to  the 
Board  in  his  place.  ' 

Announcement  of  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  Phares  camo  late  last  Thursday, 
and  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Miller  was 
made  Friday  morning  by  Governor 
Baker. 

Mr.  Phares  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  by  former  Governor 
Arthur  M.  Hyde.  Ho  succeeded  W.  A. 
Blagg  of  Maryville,  whose  term  had  ex¬ 
pired. 

The  new  regent  is  one  of  Maryville’s  ' 
.  outsanding  men,  prominent  in  civic  and  - 
business  organizatioss.  Dr.  Miller  is 
the  father  of  Harold  Miller,  a  student 
at'  the  college.  Mrs.  Kenneth  Fordycc, 
formerly  Miss  Ruth  Milclr,  was  a  stu¬ 
dent  several  years  ago,  as  was  Paul  M.  i 
Miller,  another  soil.  < 

Dr.  Miller  has  been  actively  eonnee-  ( 
ted  with  school  work  for  the  last  sev-  ' 
entcen  years,  having  been  vice-  presi-  ( 
dent  of  the  Maryville  School  Board  for  1 
that  period.  1 

In  1920,  Dr.  Miller  served  in  the  Mis-  i 
souri  legislature  as  representative  from  ] 
Nodaway  County.  He  is  now  president 
of  the  Maryville  Country  Club,  and  last  , 
year  he  was  head  of  the  Maryville 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Dr.  Miller,  has 
also  been  president  of  the  Missouri 
Dental  Society.

He  desired  to  bo  re¬ 
lieved  of  these  duties,  as  well  as  others 
of  a  public  nature  which  he  relinguish- 
ed,  some  time  ago,  but'  consented  to 
serve  until  the  fall  term  of  the  college 
opened  and  the  regular  work  of  the 
school  year  was  well  under  way.

Although 
the  chairman  of  a  stato  political  com¬ 
mittee,  no  partisanship  was  permitted 
to  affect  him  in  tho  disclmrgo  of  his 
duies  as  a  regent.  Ho  conformed  not 
only  to  the  letter  but  to  tho  spirit  of 
the  law  regarding  purchases  by  tho 
state  of  materials  carried  by  his  busi¬ 
ness  firm.

Thou  lutor  tho '  girls 
change  places  iu  their  fumilios,  from 
tho  head  of  tho  house  thoy  become  the 
mistress,  the  childron,  tho  maids,  and 
what  other  help  that  is  noedod  in  ordor 
to  carry  tho  life  Of  tho  family. 

But  thoro  uro  other  sides  that  must 
be' studied  iu  tho  lifo  of  the  family,' 
so  tho  girls  make  a  detailed  study 
of  chluawaro,  silvor,  liiion  aud  the  oth¬ 
er  furnishings.  This  oluss  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  ia  the  college  beforo  but  more 
,  active  iuteroat  is  being  taken  in  it' this 
fall  quarter.

College  Team  Plays  First  Game  at  Home 
to  Win  13-0— Will  Moot  Capo  Girar- 
'  doau  Eleven  Hero  Friday. 

With  mud  and  water  about  equally 
divided  under  foot,  ^tho  College  Bear¬ 
cats  ploughed  their  way  to  a  13-0  vic¬ 
tory  over  the  -  Kirksvillo  Osteopathic 
Collego  eleven  on  tho  local  field  Inst 
Saturday  afternoon. 

Playing  a  brand  of  football  highly 
acceptable  to  Maryville  fans,  tho  team 
opened  its  season  at  home.  The  Kirlcs- 
villo  foe  was  a  worthy  ono  for  the 
season’s  opener  here,  and  the  game  was 
exciting  and  interesting  all  the'  way. 
Tho  treacherous  footing  mado  end  runs 
and  long  dashes  almost  impossible,  but 
tho  manner  in  which  Coach  Lawrence 
and  Jones’  men  went  through  the  Ram 
line  tinio  and  again  was  a  delight  to 
tho  students  and  townspeople  who  filled 
the  south  stands  and  thickly  populated 
those  on  tho  nortli  side  of  tho  field.
